Slaughter  steers  at  most  midwest  terminals 
sold  steady  to  500  lower,   although  at  Kansas 
City  and  South  St.  Joseph  prices  were  steady 
to  25#  higher.     Heifers  were  generally  steady 
to  25 i  lower.     Cow  prices  were  steady  to  750 
higher  under  the  influence  of  500  to  $1.50  ad- 
vances in  the  wholesale  meat  trade.     Feeder 
cattle  and  calves  under  good  demand  sold  steady 
to  500  higher.     Barrows  and  gilts  sold  steady 
to  500  lower  in  the  western  Corn  Belt  but  prices 
were  steady  to  250,   instances  500  higher  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  area.     Sows  at  most  markets 
were  steady  to  250  higher.     Slaughter  lambs 
generally  sold   steady  to  $1.00  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Lower  dressed 
prices  on  steer  and  heifer  beef  influenced 
downturns  in  the  live  trade,  but  declines 
were  tempered  by  moderate  marketings  which 
were  evenly  distributed .Slaughter  steers  at 
most  midwest  centers  sold   steady  to  500  lower, 
although  prices  at  Kansas  City  and  South  St. 
Joseph  were  steady  to  25 £  higher.     Slaughter 
heifers  were  largely  steady  to  250  lower,   al- 
though St.  Joseph  again  was  an  exception  with 
250  higher  prices.     Cow  beef  worked  higher  for 
the  second   straight  week  and  the  live  trade 
followed  as  prices  were   steady  to  750  higher  on 
the  modest  supply.     Bulls  were  steady  to  500 
higher  and  vealers  steady  to  strong  with  St. 
Louis  as  much  as  $2.00  higher.     Slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  supply  at 
most  terminals,  however,   several  markets  showed 
seasonal  increase  in  the  percentage  of  feeders. 
The  average  weight  of  all  slaughter  steers  con- 
tinued below  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -     Moderate  re- 
ceipts of  feeder  cattle  and   calves  at  midwest 
terminal  markets  found  good  demand  and  in 
fairly  active  trading,     prices  were  steady  to 
500  higher.     Demand  continued  to  center  on 
calves  and  thin  500-700$  yearlings  that  could 
spend  this  spring  and  summer  making  cheap  weight 
gains  on  grass.     However,   fairly  broad  demand 


also  existed  for  fleshier  cattle  suitable  for 
immediate  drylot  feeding  and  such  kinds  again 
shared  in  the  advance.     The  average  price  for 
slaughter  steers  around  the  market  circuit  dur- 
ing the  current  week  was  approximately  $2.00 
higher  than  a  year  ago  and  even  though  some 
weakness  developed  this  week,   prices  for  Choice 
and  Prime  fed  steers  are     at  levels  which  have 
encouraged  considerable  interest  in  feedlot  re- 
placements.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Hog  supplies  at 
the  12  markets  were  6  percent  smaller  than  the 
preceding  week  but  about  3  percent  larger  than 
a  year  ago.     U.  S.  No.  1-3,   200-280$  barrows 
and  gilts  predominated .     Sows  comprised   about 
8     percent  of  the  receipts  at  the  8  major 
markets.     Uneven  price  trends  prevailed  through- 
out the  area.     Demand  for  barrows  and  gilts  was 
rather  broad  in  the  eastern     Corn  Belt  area 
where  prices  were  steady  to  250  higher,  ex- 
tremes 50#  up  at  Indianapolis.     In  the  western 
portion  of  the  area  receipts  were  liberal  in- 
fluencing steady  to  500  lower  prices.     Sow 
prices  followed  about  the  same  pattern  as  the 
barrow  and  gilt  class  with  steady  to  250  higher 
prices  in  the  eastern  area  and  steady  to  250 
lower  at  the  western  Corn  Belt  markets.

Hogs  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area  receipts  totaled  315,000  head,   compared 
with  328,000     the  previous  week  and  320,000  the 
corresponding  week  last  year.     Bulk  of  the 
week's  receipts  were  comprised  of  U.   S.  1-3, 
190-250-?  barrows  and  gilts.     Sows  made  up  about 
7  percent  of  total  receipts.     Compared  with 
previous  Friday,  late  sales  of  barrows  and 
gilts  were  steady  to  25 £  lower;     sows  were 
largely  steady.

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Demand  for  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  in 
the  Boston  market  showed  some  improvement  over 
the  previous  week.  Small  supplies  of  practically- 
all  grades  of  wools  moved  at  very  firm  prices. 

Woolen  wools  and  noils  continued  slow, 
limited. 

Trading  continued  very  active  in  the  terri- 
tory States  and  in  Texas  with  a  substantial 
quantity  moving  at  strong  prices.  A  fair  volume 
medium  wools  also  moved  in  the  fleece  States  at 
firm  prices. 

The  Australian  auctions  closed  for  Easter. 
At  the  Wellington,  New  Zealand  sale   April  6 
quotations  were  generally  firm  under  keen  compe- 
tition with  the  Continent  dominating.  Prices  in 
the  Cape  markets  were  firm.  Trade  in  South 
America  was  slow  with  Montevideo  quotations 
slightly  higher. 

Fleece  Wools  -  A  fair  weight  of  mixed, 
three-eighths,  quarter  and  baby  combing  fleece 
wools  sold  at  51.07  on  a  core  while  medium  grade 
fleeces  brought  from  51.05-1.07  clean  basis  and 
medium  grade  baby  combing  wools  moved  at  51.02 
on  a  core  test.  Country  buyers  were  paying  from 
50-550  but  mostly  around  500  grease  basis  to  the 
growers . 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  territory  wool  sold  on  a  core 
test  at  51.23  clean  basis  while  graded  60/62s 
good  French  and  staple  brought  51.15  on  a  core. 
Range  sales  follow:  In  Montana,  the  Columbus 
Pool  sold  at  56.700  while  the  Madison- Jefferson 
Pool,  fine  and  half,  about  150,000  pounds  sold 
at  53.590,  the  Park  County  Pool,  fine  and  half, 
about  100,000  pounds  54.280,  the  Stillwater  Pool 
of  light  shrinking  mixed  wools  450,000  pounds  at 
56.280,  around  Jefferson  City,  fine  and  half, 
55,000  pounds  48-500,  all  grease  basis.  In  the 
Big  Horn  Basin  area  of  Wyoming  30,000  pounds  of 
half-blood  wool  brought  51.12  clean  basis  de- 
livered while  20,000  pounds  mixed  three-eighths 
and  half  sold  at  520  grease  basis  and  120,000 
pounds  of  half,  three-eighths  and  quarter  at 
50.750.  Additional  sales  in  northern  Wyoming 
around  75,000  pounds  mixed  grades  ranged  from 
44-500  grease  basis  depending  on  shrink.  Bulk 
fine  Wyoming  wools  in  original  bags  were  esti- 
mated to  cost  around  51.20  clean  basis  delivered 
East.  Buyers  were  paying  up  to  550  grease  basis 
in  Utah  and  on  the  West  Slope  of  Colorado.  In 
the  Sacramento  Valley  of  California  buyers  were 
paying  around  55-580. 

Texas  Wools  -  A  fair  weight  of  12  months 
wools  sold  in  Texas  at  51.25-1.30,  clean,  while 
8  months  wools  moved  in  modest  volume  at  31.08- 
1.10  clean  basis  delivered. 

Mohair  -  Trade  in  mohair  was  very  dull  at 
unchanged  prices.  Small  odd  lots  sold  at  66^0 
for  adult  and  31.0li-l.06j  for  kid  hair  to  the 
warehouse. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Except  for  a  fair  weight  of 
spot  greasy  Montevideo  wools,  offerings  of  other 
foreign  wools  were  limited.  Cabled  quotations 
at  week1 s  end  follow  with  combing  wools  con- 
verted to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and  short 
wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE   REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  The  trend  for  steer 
beef  at  most  Eastern  Seaboard  markets  was   steady 
to  $1.50  higher,   but  New  York  showed  declines 
of  50/-$1.00.      Cow  beef   sold  steady  to  $1.00 
higher;   veal  steady  to  $3.00  higher,    the  full 
advance  at  Philadelphia  but  New  York  was  mostly 
$1.00  hi^ier.     Lamb   sold  steady  to  $2.00  higher, 
bulk   Bales  about  $1.00  higher;   pork  loins  steady 
to  $2.00  lower;   other  cuts  steady  to  $2.00 
lower,   however,   Boston  butts  at  Philadelphia 
were  $3.00  higher. 

Prices  were  50/  to  mostly  $1.00  higher  for 
kosher  steer  f orequarters.  Veal,  calf  and  lamb 
sold  $1.00-2.00  above   =i  week  ago. 

Clearance  was  generally  complete  at   the 
several  markets   this  week,    although  the   closing 
trade  on  pork  loins  at  New  York  was  very  slow. 
Moderately  active  trading  on  beef  accompanied 
generally  fair  demand,  but  chucks  met  narrow 
demand  in  most  areas.     Ribs  and  loins  moved 
readily  under  broad  demand,    and  there  was   some 
advance  buying  for  both  local  and  resort  dis- 
tribution.    Feature  of   small   stock  classes  at 
retail   this  week  induced  good  activity  for  veal 
and  lamb  and  proved  a   stabilizing  factor  in   the 
price  column.     Baltimore  reported  fair  to  good 
demand  for  pork  loins  which  were  otherwise   slow. 
Fresh  skinned  hams   sold  lower  at  most  points 
with  only  minor  change  on  other  cuts  at  various 
markets. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold  weak 
to  50^  lower,   veal  $2.00-3.00  higher,   lamb 
$1.00-2.00  higher,  pork  loins  8-16#  $1.50-2.00 
lower,   Boston  butts  4-8#  50/  lower,    spareribs 
3#  down  unchanged. 

The  carcass  beef  and  fresh  pork  supply  was 
normal  with  G-ood  to   average-Choice  featuring 
the  beef  division.     Veal   and  lamb  offerings 
were  moderate,    slightly  increased  showing  of 
spring  lamb   on   the  lamb  market. 

Carcass  beef  trade  was   slow  on  each  session. 
Arm  and   squarecut  chucks  extremely  slow  during 
the  period,   advance   selling  also  falling  below 
normal  proportions.     Rounds  started  moderately 
active,    but   slowed  by  midweek   pnd  late   sales 
were  weak  to   slightly  lower.     Exceptionally 
good  demand  prevailed  on  beef  ribs  and  loins 
with  prices  sharply  higher.     Rib  supplies  fell 
short  of  demand  in  many  quarters  as   dealers 
were  reluctant  to  break  fores  because  of  the 
poor  chuck  movement.     Veal  in  moderate  demand 
and  followed  a  higher  trend  for  the  second  con- 
secutive week.      Carcass     lamb   along  with  all 
hindquarter  cuts  and  ribs  were  in  fair  demand. 


Lamb  stews  and  shoulders  cleared  slowly.  Lamb 
replacement  costs  were  substantially  higher. 
Demand  was  good  for  Boston  butts  at  the  out- 
set but  narrowed  thereafter.     Other  pork  cuts 
slow,   but  loin  prices  were  at  26-month  low. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  and  heifer 
beef  trading  was  fairly  active,  mostly  steady. 
Cow  and  bull  beef   sold   slow  with  prices 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  in  the  Pacific  North- 
west but  was  moderately  active,    steady  to  50/ 
higher  in  California.      Calf  met  a  broader 
demand  and  sold  steady  to  50/  higher  in 
Southern  California,      elsewhere  trading  was 
slow  and  prices  were   steady.      Spring  lamb  and 
lamb  prices  were   steady  to  mostly  $1.00  lower 
as  demand  narrowed.

Total  red  meat  supplies  generally  are  lower  on  April  1  than  on  March  1,  but 
this  year  a  strong  upturn  in  pork  stocks  and   smaller  gains  in  beef  and  other  items 
increased  red  meat  holdings  51  million  pounds  to  548  million.     Total  meat  supplies 
were  about  1  percent  above   average   and  15  percent  above  April  1,   1961.     Total  pork 
holdings  increased  43  million  pounds  to  278  million  on  April  1.     During  March  1961, 
stocks  increased   9  million  pounds  and  the  average  increase  is  8  million  pounds. 
Frozen  pork  increased  38  million  pounds  to  235  million  pounds  on  April  1  while  cooler 
pork  stocks  gained  5  million  pounds  to  total  43  million.     Beef  stocks  at  172  million 
pounds  on  April  1,   increased  2  million  pounds  during  March  which  is  in  contrast  to  a 
2  million  pound  reduction  during  March  1961  arid  the  5-year  average  reduction  of  11 
million  pounds.     Average  stocks  for  April  1  are  153  million  pounds.
